The left side of the first pullman,

front. A great number of passengers 
were severely shaken up and cut 
jwith broken glass.

LONDON, Noy. 25.—The Irish prob- 
lem again was brought up in the house 
of commons today, and the question of 
conciliation between the Irish people 
was raised. 

Premier’ Lloyd George’ giving his 
opimion in the matter, declared “I 
have always been convinced that no 
policy Of conciliation is possible in 
Ireland, until the reign of.terror has 
been broken. for the very obvious 
reason that men in Ireland who woull 
be prepared to enter into negotiations 
at the present time are in terror «f 
their lives and cannot do so frecly.”’

Better Service On C.P.R. 

“Even those who were fortunate en- 
ough to find space for their grain in 
local elevators had the chagrin of 
seeing their friends located nearer to 
the Canadian Pacific railway secure as 
high as 21 cents in excess of the price 
they themselves received for the same 
day delivery, the reason assigned be- 
ing that the elevators along the C.P.R 
system could quote month-earlier de- 
livery than those, along the Alliance 
branch. 


“The outcome of the matter is that |- 


with elevators filled to capacity the 
farmers are undertaking to haul their 
grain from within sight of the vilaiges, 
where they ordinarily transact their 
business, to points that are in some 
instances actuelly twenty-five miles 
away, in order to avail of the better 
attention they can receive on the C.P. 
R. system. The injurious effect on 
local trade and local community spirit 
of such procedure is too patent to call 
for lengthy conrment, for where the 
grain is marketed there will the busl- 
news be transacted and what have-been 
erstwhile communities, with Hfe and 
vigor, are all but moribund in conse- 
quence, 


Unpleasant Incidents, 

“Hence arises a sequence of unpleas- 
ant incidences that promises to be- 
come more unpleasant, if some remedy 
is not forthwith provided. The farm- 
ers’ grain ie not regarded as a basis 
of credit until it ts actually in the ele- 
vator or in transit to the shipping 
head, so that with only a tithe of the 
grain established as a credit basis, 
only an insignificant number are able 
to liquidate their accounts with the 
retail] merchants and the implement 
agents, while these fatter are in turn 
unable to satisfy the wholesalers, who, 
conscious only of the fact that farm- 
ers in other districts have been and 
are paying up accounts, and without 
any cognizance of the preventing 
agency will not extend their debtors 
the leniency which a realization of the 
conditions imperatively demands, and 
failing a betterment in the service, 
remedial legislation should be resorted 
to in order to safeguard the pecple 
froin the aggressiveness of their credi- 
tors. 

“The net result of the deadlock in 
grain shipment can be seen in atified 
credit, diffidence of wholesalers and a 
general stagnation of trade, all of 
which can be remedied only by imune- 
diato action.”

Berlin Starts Something. | 

From Geneva, where the League | 
of Nations is holding its organiz-| 
ing session, comes the somewhat 
startling report that Germany has 
formally repudiated ‘the surrender 
of its former colonies, 

In declaring this, in a note pre- 
sented to the League, the Berlin 
Government bases its action upon 
the claim that the Allies have not 
fulfilled their pledge as to ‘the al- 
location of this former German 
territory. As Germany is exclud- 
ed from the League, and there- 
fore from participation in the al- 
lottment of this territory, it holds 
itself no longer bound by the act 
of surrender, and to _ be still in 
moral and legal proprietorship of 
its supposedly relinquished domin- 
ions. 

The viewpoint from which the 
German Government regards the 
Versailles treaty is thus disclosed. 
That convention, it says in effect, 
was not a treaty nade between de- 
feated Germany and the victorious 
Allies, but an arrangement con- 
eluded among the belligerent pow- 
ers to set up a League of Nations; 
to which international body, and 
not to the Allies, Germany should 
be answerable for the fulfillment 
of its undertakings. And as Ger- 
many is excluded from the League, 
this is held to be warrant for re- 
fusing flatly to fulfil a clause in 
the treaty. 

Putting the matter in plain and 
general terms, Berlin thus an.- | 
nounces to all parties concerned | 
that it is the interpreter of its own 
treaty obligations. The implica- 
tion is that it will fulfil so many 
of those obligations as it chooses to 
consider advisable, The surrender 
clause in the treaty is no less bind- 
ing than any other clause, and if 
it can be thus cheerfully repudi- 
ated on the sole motion of Berlin 
there is no reason to suppose other | 
clauses will not be treated in the | 
same manner if it is considered 
safe to do so. On the contrary, the 
necessary assumption is that Ger. 
utaay will do only so much. of 
what it undertook to Jo as the 
presence of Allied troops compels 
it to do, 

If anything was lacking in the 
attitude of Germany to convince 
the Allies that they will bave to do

tions. Their claim to possession 
of the colonies is one they cannot 
immediately be expected to ‘try to 
convert into an ‘‘accomplished 


|fact.’’ To make good the claim is 


obviously not possible. Therefore 
what the Allies can do abvut it is 
not very clear. They cannot make 
war upon Germany, or otherwisé 
exert pressure of a material kind, 
for an expression of opinion on the 
part of its Government. They can 
only refuse to accept the Berlin 
verdict. And when they have re- 
fused Berlin can, without risk, | 
continue to maintain its point. It 
is difficult to see how the German 
authorities can be kept from thus 
establishing a precedent to back 
up their claim that they are the 
interpreters of their treaty obliga- 


| tions. 


That they are also establishing 
a ‘‘sore spot’’ in the memory of the 
German people, should they ever | 
be called to arms to settle accounts | 
with their late adversaries, is cer- 
tain enough. Whatever outsiders, 
may think, it may as well be taken | 
for granted that henceforth the’ 
people of Germany will regard the 


| territory in question as being still | 


German territory, from the occu-| 
pation and exploitation of which 
the Fatherland is debarred by the 


Allies in defiance of their treaty | 


pledges. 

This bolt from Berlin follows 
closely upon the annihilation of 
Wrangel’s army and the establish- 
ment of the Soviet ower as mas- 
ter of Russia.

turn the country into a revolution- | 


ary menagerie, as a war measure. 
Two months ago the revolutionary 
leaders were apparently on the 
verge of downfall. Now they are 
autocrats from ‘the Baltic to the 
Urals, and from the White Sea to 
the Black, That they achieved this 
sudden recovery without outside 
help, in the way of leadership and 
munitions, is too large an order. 
If they got outside help they got 
it from Germany. That Berlin has 
framed up an alliance with the 
Soviet against their common ene- 
mies, as the price of help given in 
time of need, is an assumption for 
which there is room and _ which 
would explain the sudden decision 
of the German Government to ie}! 
the Allies ‘where they are at.’’ 
If matters have not gone to that 
length, it is at least clear that the 
new devolpment in Russia has had 
a stimulating effect upon anti- 
Allied feeling in Germany. If Le 
nine can defy the Allies, the crafty 
gentlemen at Berlin see no reason 
why they cannot do it too.
